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SUBJECT: REMARKS OF TANZANIAN REP ON FOURTH COMITE 

1. PAUL RUPIA, TANZANIAN REP ON UNGA 4TH COMITE AND 
DIRECTOR OF AFRICAN AND MIDDLE EAST DIVISION, MINISTRY 
OF FOREIGN AFFAIRS, TOLD AMB WHITE THAT HE EXPECTS UNGA 
4TH COMITE NEXT YEAR TO CONCENTRATE ON ISSUES OF SMALT. 
TERRITORIES. HE CONSIDERS THAT QUESTION OF PORTUGUESE 
AFRICAN COLONIES IS PRACTICALLY SOLVED AS FAR AS UN IS 
CONCERNED, AND THAT THOSE OF RHODESIA AND NAMIBIA WILL BE 
WITHIN A YEAR. QUERIED IN MORE DETAIL ON LATTER, HE 
EXPLAINED THAT HE DID NOT MEAN THAT ALL NECESSARY ACTION 
WOULD BE COMPLETED, BUT THAT HE DID EXPECT "COMMITMENTS" 
IN BOTH CASES WITHIN A YEAR THAT WOULD PUT THE QUESTIONS 
WELL ON THE ROAD TO SOLUTION. TO CARRY THROUGH MIGHT TAKE 
AS LONG AS FIVE YEARS, HE SAID, BUT THE IMPORTANT THING IS 

TO GET THE COMMITMENTS NOW. 

2. RUPIA ALSO INDICATED HE EXPECTS TO BE TRANSFERRED TO 
TANZANIAN UN MISSION SHORTLY TO WORK ON SECURITY COUNCIL 
ISSUES, SINCE TANZANIA TAKES SEAT ON COUNCIL IN JANUARY. 
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
